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IRISH LAND BILL 


GIVEN TO COMMONS 


Great Measure to Relieve Distress of 


People of Ireland Passed on a 


First Reading. 


CONDITION, MOT J$ THEORY. 


London, March 25.—The Irish sec- was the security of the land itself. 


retary, Mr. Wyndhatn, introduced 
the government's long 
anticipated 


Irish land bill in the house of com- 
mons today. It proposes a free grant 
cf $60,000,000 for the purposes cf 
the bill. 


The advance to tenants, through 


the provisions of the land bill, are 
limited to $2,500 in the congested 
districts and $5,000 elsewhere. The j 
bill will become effective 
Nov. 1, 


Mr. Wyndham ' said 
$750,000,000 


could safely be advanced on Irish 
land, but he thought 
the scheme 


•would not involve $500,000,000. The 
Irish secretary explained that while 
the maximum charge on the English 
treasury would not exceed $1,975,- 
000 in a single year, the reduction iu 
the cost of the administration of Ire- 
land would amount to $1,250,000. 


The bill also provides that tenants 


will pay 354 per cent 
interest on 


loans from the government, ihat un- 
tenanted farms and 
grazing lands 


will be sold to neighboring tenanrs 
and that three commissioners will 
supervise the sales. 


The keen interest felt in this new 


legislation, which, it is hoped, will 
promote peace and 
contentment in 


Ireland, 
was 
evidenced by 
the 


crowded house. 
The peers' gallery 


and the distinguished strangers' gal- 
lery were filled and there has been 
no such gathering of

session.

He then 
unfolded the scheme, which provides 
for advances of money for the pur-

chase of land by the tenants. 


ADVANCES IN CASH. 


The advances will be in the shape 


of cash and not of stock, but in order 
to enable the cash to be raised a new 
stock is to be floated. It 
will be 


called "guaranteed 
2% per. cent 


stock" and will be unredeemable for 
thirty years. Mr. Wyndham doubted 
If $500,000,000 of the stock would 
be needed. It will be issued at the 
rate of $25,000,000 yearly for the 


• first three years and afterwards poi- 
sibly in larger .sums. In addition'to 
this the government proposed a free 
grant of $60,000,000 to be raised by 
additions to the stock, the interest 
and sinking fund of which will, bo 
borne by the treasury and the max- 
imum annual charge of.which will 
not exceed'$l,950,000. 


Against this charge on the British 


treasury the Irish government pro- 
poses forthwith to commence • reduc- 
tions in the cost of administration 
amounting to $1,250,000 per annum 
forever. 


FIGURES ARE BEWILDERING,.' 
Proceeding, Mr. Wyndham 
dealt 


with the points of the bill, which 
contains a bewildering mass of fig- 
ures showing how advances will be 
made and the terms of repayment, 
but it seems in the main to be on 
the lines laid down by the land con- 
ference report and will be satisfac- 
tory to the landlords and tenants. In 
the course of his speech, which was 
punctuated by cheers. Mr. Wyndham 
said the landlords of Ireland 
being ruined financially and that the 
tenants were being ruined morally 
and the taxpayers of England were 
paying $700,000 per annum to the 
land commission and $7,000,000 to 
the Irish police, which largely was 
needed to deal with illegalities aris- 
ing from the land question. 


"Is it remarkable under these cir- 


cumstances," asked the Irish secre- 
tary, "if the 1: ndlords and tenants 
come together?" 


Mr. Wyndham did not think any 


recondite or veiled reasons need be 
looked for. Past experience showed 
the state incurred no risk in giving 
such aid. From the taxpayers' view- 
point it was Stated that aid for land 
purchase was a safe 
commercial 


transaction. By the aid of the stat? 
80.000 tenants had already bought 
their holdings and the state had not 


• lost a halfpenny. 
Public opinion 


supported repayment, and this was

WORK EMBARRASSING. 


Mr. Wyndham also said that the 


number of anomalies which had to 
be dealt with rendered the work most 
embarrassing, complicated and very 
difficult to present to the house in -in 
intelligible manner. The state of 
things in some parts of Ireland was 
such as could scarcely be believed in 
England. 
He instanced one village 


house during the greater part of the 
year, whilo the tenants lived undsr 
conditions worse than those of the 
Kaffirs of Africa. What the govern- 
ment proposed to do to remedy this 
state of affairs was, briefly, while 
withdrawing no existing rights, it 
contemplated that 
the purchase of 


land in the future should proceed by 
the sale of estates, under three com- 
missioners, Michael Finucane, under 
secretary in the statistical depart- 
ment; Frederick Brent and W. F. 
Bayley. 
Th,e 
commissioners, who 


will be known as estates commis- 
sioners, will be under the 
general 


control of the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
lar.d. They are empowered to decide 
what constitutes an estate, which 
does not necessarily mean the entire 
property owned by the vender, as a 
considerable portion thereof may rs- 
rnain in his nands. The commission- 
ers may refuse to sanction the sale of 
poor holdings unless there are rea- 
sonable facilities for their enlarge- 
ment, where necessary, and for ade- 
quate access to turf as fuel.

gas, I felt it my duty, not only as 


- the representative of the gas com- 


pany, 
but as a citizen of Port 


Wayne, to notify 
all consumers 


that it is not within the power of 
the company to supply them with 
sufficient gas during the nest win-

economical use of gas and see that j 
none is wasted.

cure n standard of living—an effort on 
the part of the trades unions to secure 
a share of the common livin;; which 
they regard as theirs. It is a move- 
ment of the majority to secure tUo::e 
things the minority has always en- 
joyed. *I do not intend to speak of tho 
more radical ideas of the labor move- 
ment and will confine myself to tra'.l?» 
unionism and emphasize the ethical I 
aspects of the movement."

Prof. Taylor traced unionism from

in England, when labor was rendered 
mobile, and a "labor market," as well 
as other markets, was established;
